Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
99/51425 substantially as set forth in Paper no. 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 99/51425 in view of Turk et al (US 5,738,935) substantially as set forth in Paper 
no. 7. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to because the lines and numbers of the figures are not 
uniformly thick and well defined. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
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drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
wouid be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the prior art discloses or 
suggests a multi-component having a recited structure in claim 1 wherein the second 
member is laterally adjacent to and longitudinally coextensive with the outer sidewall 
of the first, high density member. 

8. Claim 1 1 is allowed. None of the prior art discloses or suggests the profile having a 
recited structure wherein the PVC on the left hand side and ASA on the right hand 
side. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 03/25/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

10. The art rejections have been maintained for the following reasons. In the first place, 
the arguments that WO'425 does not teach the formulation of the first and second 
members are different are not found persuasive. WO'425 discloses a composite 100 
having a foamed member 20 enclosed in the non-foamed member 10 which has the 
inner and outer sidewalls (figures 1 , 2 and 4). The formulation of the foamed 
member and non-foamed member would be different due to the presence of the 
blowing agent in the foamed member. The new limitations of independent claim 1 do 
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not exclude an embodiment where the foamed member includes the blowing agent 
and the non-foamed member does not. Second, Applicant's arguments are not 
commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicant states that the distinction set forth 
in the amended claim 1 results in superior characteristics for the claimed invention. 
The first, high density composite member can be extremely rigid and immune to 
bending moment whereas the second, low density foamed member can have very 
high thermal insulation properties. However, none of these properties has been 
included in the claims. Finally, Applicant argues since Turk reference does not teach 
the structure recited in independent claim 1 , the art rejections of claims 9 and 10 
should be rescinded. This is not found persuasive. Since the recited structure set out 
in claim 1 has been disclosed in the international publication, Turk reference as a 
secondary reference does not need to teach the recited structure. What Turk 
reference needs to address is the missing thermoplastic cap as the weatherseal of 
the composite. Turk does suggest a sufficient and improper motivation to combine 
with the international publication (see page 5 of the Office Action no. 7). For these 
reasons, the art rejections are thus sustained.
